this note is made conditional upon the
performance of a certain contract for
which it is giyen." Always remember
that no matter what oral contract you
have it will have nothing to do with
the payment of the note unless it ap-

pears on the face of the note. You
will never get an agent of any fake or
swindling scheme to take a note paya-
ble to him or referring on the face to
the contract he makes. It is not al-

ways a sign that a swindle is attempted
when a negotiable note is demanded,
but in regard to dealings with strang-
ers it may safely be said that you will
win nine times where you lose once by
refusing to deal with them or their
agents at all. As all kinds of swind
lers are at work through the country,
evejy .farmer should paste the above in
the palm of bis band.
